Action line 


I am being sued for back auto tax b y the 


city of Kerens for taxes they say I owe for 
the past 12 years. What is the statute of 
limitations on these taxes? Can they sue 
me for that long ago? Can they put a lien 
against my car if I refuse to pay? 


The city can file suit to collect 12 years 


in back auto taxes, but the judge in your 
case may reduce that to four years plus the 
time elapsed since suit was filed due to the 
statute of limitations. 


The statute of limitations for personal 


property taxes is four years in Texas. But 
if you haven't paid those taxes in 12 years, 
the tax office is obligated to sue you for the 
full amount. Your best bet, if you wish to 
contest the suit or just not pay the tax, is to 
consult an attorney to advise you on how to 
plead your case. 


Although it seems a vicious circle, many 


courts and delinquent tax attorneys will 
not tell you what the law says. They will 
tell you, as t one tax attorney told Action 
Line, that if you wish to know what the law 
says that you should hire an attorney to so 
inform you. 


And since Action Line cannot offer legal 


advice, that seems, unfortunately, the best 
course of action. Of course, that could end 
up costing you more than the taxes you 
owe. 


The court cannot place a lien on your 


car, but you may well receive a personal 
judgement against your name if you lose 
the case, and that can affect your credit 
rating. 


As Action Line has stated several times 


in the past, the personal property tax, 
which includes automobiles, is as legal a 
tax in this state as any other tax and it is 
enforceable in court. It affects cars five 
years old or newer. 


And, in recent years, some taxing 


authorities have been sued (mostly by 
local industries frustrated by raises in 
their taxes) for not collecting the tax to 
alleviate hikes in other tax rates. The 
result, of course, is that some taxpayers 
strongly protest the tax while others sue to 
force it to be collected. 


Unless the law is changed, the tax seems 


here to stay. Following a directive from 
school trustees in Corsicana, for example, 
the school tax office here began actively 
pursuing collection of those taxes, and now 
files about 30 law suits a month in peace 
justice court seeking collection.

I recently received a credit card from a 


department store, and was given a form 
listing the finance charge and the annual 
percentage "rate. What's the difference 
between the two? 


Following passage of the Truth in 


Lending Law, all companies extending 
credit must inform those applying for such 
credit of their percentage rate and their 
finance charges. 


The purpose of this law is to let con- 


sumers know exactly what those charges 
are and to let you make comparisons more 
readily between companies or lending 
institutions. 


According to the Federal Reserve 


System, the finance charge is the amount 
of money you will pay to obtain credit. The 
annual percentage rate provides a way of 
comparing credit costs regardless of the 
dollar amount of those costs or the length 
of time over which you make payments. 


Both the finance charge and the annual 


percentage 
rate must be 
displayed 


prominently on the forms and statements 
used by a creditor to make the required 
disclosures. 


As an example, offered by the Federal 


Reserve System: If you borrow $100 for 
one year and pay $6 interest for that 
money, you are paying an annual per- 
centage rate of six per cent, if you have use 
of the entire amount for one year. But, if 
you repay the $106 in 12 equal monthly 
installments, you do not have use of the 
entire amount for the full year. In fact, 
over the entire year you have the use on 
the average of only about half the full $100. 
So the $6 charge in this case becomes an 
annual percentage rate of 11 per cent. 


Additionally, some creditors levy a 


service charge or a carrying charge or 
some other charge instead of interest, or 
perhaps they may add these charges to the 
interest. Under the Truth in Lending Law 
they must now total all such charges, 
including the interest, and call the sum the 
finance charge. And the creditor must list 
the annual percentage rate of the total 
charge for credit. 


This law does not fix interest rates or 


other credit charges; it simply requires 
creditors to inform you of all charges you 
will be expected to pay.

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Douglas sold land before county bought it

Land bought by County Judge Buck 


Douglas and Aubrey Smith for between $3,360 
and $4,500 in 1957 was ultimately sold to the 
county in 1963, during Douglas' term of office, 
for $11,200 — an increase of between $6,700 
and $7,800. 


In between those dates, Douglas bought, 


Smith's share and owned the land outright;, 
then — seven days before Navarro County 
bought it — Smith bought the tract back from 
Douglas. 


The note that Smith took out to pay Douglas 


for part of the property had a due date of Jan. 
10,1964. That same due date was on the note 
the county took out to pay Smith for the 
property. 


BOTH MEN are 
candidates 
in 
the 


Democratic 
run-off 
election 
Saturday, 


Douglas for district judge and Smith for 
justice of the peace. 


The law in effect at the time of the tran- 


saction says, "If any officer of any county ... 
shall become interested ... in the purchase or 
sale of anything made for or on account of 
such county ... he shall be fined not less than 
fifty nor more than five hundred dollars." 


Smith was not a county employee at the 


time the transaction occurred. 


THE COUNTY purchased two tracts of land 


east of the county jail on Aug. 5, 1963, to be 
used as a parking lot. The land was purchased 
for $16,200 from two owners. The owner of one 
of the tracts of land was Smith, who was paid 
$11,210 for the 90-by-125-foot lot. 


Smith had purchased the land from then 


County Judge Douglas on July 29, 1963, seven 
days 
before 
the 
commissioners 
court 


unanimously voted to purchase the land. 
Smith paid Douglas $11,210 for the tract. 


The county records do not contain a deed 


showing Navarro County purchased the land 
from Smith. County tax rolls do indicate that 
the land belonged to Navarro County in 1964. 


A DEED for the second tract of land, 


measuring 50 by 125 feet, purchased from 
Jane Harvard, is dated Aug. 12,1963, but was 
not filed in the county clerk's office until Dec. 
29, 1972, nine years after the land was pur- 
chased by the county. 


Chronological transactions involving the 


land are as follows: 


Douglas and Smith had been involved with 


the buying and selling of the tract since Aug. 
29,1957, when they jointly purchased the land 
for between $3,360 and $4,500. The deed 
includes a standard real estate term, "and 
other good and valuable considerations" 
going to the seller. 


In the deed a total of $3,360 in consideration 


is spelled out. However, the revenue stamps 
attached to the warranty deed indicate that a 
total of between $4,100 and $4,500 was paid for 
the land. The additional amount not spelled 
out in the deed would have come in under the 
"and 
other , good 
and 
valuable con- 


siderations" clause. 


THEY purchased the land from Lois Nolen 


Freeman. Her husband, Elma Freeman, says 
he does not remember whether there were 
"other good and valuable considerations" 
besides the money spelled out in the deed and 
that he feels the affair is a private matter. 


Smith sold Douglas his half interest in the 


land on Sept. 16, 1960 for $6,760. 


Douglas then sold the land back to Smith on 


July 29, 1963, for $11,210, and the county 
bought the land seven days later for $11,200. 


DOUGLAS mentioned the land transaction 


in an advertisement in the Daily Sun on May 
19, 1976. In the ad Douglas says that he and 
Smith had been in the automobile business at 
that location and that he had bought Smith out 
in 1960. 


The ad then states that Smith reserved the 


right to buy the land back if Douglas went out 
of the auto business. 


Douglas says in the ad that before Smith 


and his brother could establish a business at 
the location, the commissioners court talked 
Smith into selling the land. Douglas says that 
Smith had bought the property on an ap- 
praisal and the county did the same. 


AFTER A search of county records, no 


appraisal has been uncovered in the minutes 
or any records of the county. Since a deed for 
the land to the county was not found, there 
was no way to find out if any appraisal were 
attached. 


There is no option in writing in the deed 


from Smith to Douglas giving him the option 
to buy back the land from Douglas. 


Douglas was furnished with a copy of the

rough draft of this story, but he declined 
comment. He indicated he felt the Daily Sun 
editor and his staff were biased in favor of his 
opponent, Don Nicholson, in Saturday's 
election. 


HE ALSO declined the Sun's offer to print a 


statement from him verbatim on the matter. 


Smith was also furnished a copy of the 


proposed article. He declined comment and 
referred questions to Douglas. 


"I don't feel I owe an explanation to 


anybody," Smith said. "It looks like it's 
trying to smear Mr. Douglas, and I'm going to 
get hurt right along with it. If you smear him, 
you smear me," Smith said. 


Smith said earlier that he could furnish the 


name of the local real estate man who ap- 
praised the land, but later said he had no 
comment on the matter. Smith also said that 
he had an option to buy the land from 
Douglas, but said he did not know if the option 
was in the deed drawn up when he sold the 
land to Douglas. 


THERE IS no record of the amount the 


county paid for each of the two tracts of land 
in 1963 in any of the county records. The deed 
for the second tract of land quoted $16,200 as 
the price for both tracts of land. 


Records of the public transaction from the 


First National Bank show that Smith received 
one check for $6,079.27 in his name and a 
second check for $5,120.73 made out to Smith 
and Navarro Savings and Loan Association. 


Smith was paid $11,200 for his 90-by-125-foot 


tract of land. 


The second tract, 50 by 125 feet, was pur- • 


chased for $5,000. Smith was paid ap- 
proximately $1 per square foot for his corner 
lot with the second tract being purchased for 
80 cents per square foot. 


Smith had taken out a $6,180 loan from First 


National Bank to pay Douglas for the 
property. The note was due Jan. 10, 1964. 


On Aug. 12, 1963, seven days after pur- 


chasing the land, the commissioners court 
gave Douglas the authority to sign a note at 
the First National Bank on behalf of Navarro 
County to pay for the purchase of the two 
tracts of land. 


DOUGLAS signed a note for $16,200 for the 


county with the loan to be repayed in full on 
Jan. 10,1964, the same day Smith's note came 
due. 


There is no mention in the minutes of the 


Aug. 5 meeting or the Aug. 12 meeting of how 
much was being paid for the land or how 
much Douglas was authorized to borrow from 
First National Bank. 


Therefore, the only county record involving 


the price of the purchase of the land is a check 
stub in the county records showing a check 
was made for $16,406.50 and dfled Jan. 13, 
1964, for repayment of the loan Douglas made 
at First National Bank. 


AT THE TIME the loan was made to pay for 


the purchase of the two tracts, there was over 
$38,000 in the permanent improvement fund, 
the fund from which the the loan was even- 
tually repayed. 


The Daily Sun was furnished information 


concerning the land transaction by County 
Auditor Bill Smith and District Judge 
Nicholson, and did extensive investigation to 
document the facts in the transaction. 


Nicholson himself criticized the transaction 


in an ad in Tuesday's paper. 


County Auditor Smith said his investigation 


into the land transaction started when, in 
preparing a fixed asset inventory of all the 
real estate the county owned, an abstract with 
Buck Douglas's and Aubrey Smith's name 
was found in the vault with the abstracts of 
the land the county owned. 


BILL SMITH'S account of his investigation 


into the transaction follows: 


Smith said he went up to the county clerk's 


office to try and find a deed for the property 
because the abstract ended with the tran- 
saction wherein Aubrey Smith had sold his 
interest to Douglas. 


"I went up to try to find a deed in the deed 


records when the county got it, and I bumped 
into a blank wall," the county auditor said. 


He said he then took it to Judge Nicholson 


and showed it to him. "Then we started to try 
to get together all the information as to what 
had happened with it," Bill Smith said. 


He said that he did not find any records in 


the deed records showing payment for the 
property. He said that he came across a check 
stub which showed a repayment of a loan to 
First National Bank. 


Bill Smith said he then went to First 


National Bank and asked for a copy of the 
note of the loan Navarro County made to pay 
for the land and the checks as to whom the 
money was paid.

Delma Ware's denial of a 
permit for a recreation center 
at 1117 N. 13th. 


In a scene reminiscent of 


"The Music Man," two local 
preachers spoke against the 
"type 
of 
clientele" 
that 


frequents establishments where 
pool is played and protested 
without 
compromise 
Carl 


Nelson Odom's appeal for a new 
decision on the permit. 


Odom told the commission he 


was planning to put two pinball 
machines, some air hockey and 
foosball tables and two billiard 
tables, along with soft drink 
machines into the former Carl's 
Fried Chicken building. 


HE EXPLAINED that he 


foresaw no problem with his 
Family Fun Center venture 
since the lot is zoned for such 
type of operation. 


Ware, however, denied the 


permit on the grounds that "a 
necessity did not exist in that 
area for a recreation center." 


Ironically, the presence of the 


pool tables is the only reason 
Odom needed a permit for that 
building, and, after the com- 
mission decision, he said he 
would take the pool tables out 
and open the recreation center.

Candidates fail to file reports 


While 15 of the candidates in 


Navarro County's Democratic 
primary have not filed either 
the final campaign expense 
statements or their first run-off 
expenditures 
statement, 


District Attorney Pat Batchelor 
says his office will not file 
charges against the candidates 
unless it receives a complaint 
from another candidate. 


Explaining the complexity of 


the 
Texas 
Election Code, 


Batchelor said Tuesday that he 
feels most of the candidates are 
unfamiliar with all aspects of 
the law and would comply with 
the law if they understood it. 


TOLD 
THAT 
many 
can- 


didates had not filed their ex- 
pense reports and that the 
deadline had passed for this, 
Batchelor said that if the 
candidates fail to get their 
reports in, he would inform 
them of the necessity to do so. 


If a candidate refuses to file 


his expense report, however, 
Batchelor said he would take 
the matter to the Grand Jury. 


He added that if a candidate 


complains about the possible 
irregularities of an opponent, 
the DA's office will investigate 
the entire race in question and 
turn the findings over to the 


Grand Jury. 


Noting that most 
of the 


candidates are not lawyers, 
Batchelor said that there have 
even been some 
occasions 


where he hasn't been able to get 
a ruling from the Secretary of 
State's Office which supervises 
elections. 


HE SAID that before he would 


ask for an indictment, he would 
have to be sure the violation 
was "very gross and very in- 
tentional." 


As far as the candidates not 


being aware of the filing dates 
for expense reports, County 


Clerk Clyve Riddels said this 
morning that he had sent letters 
to each of the 
candidates 


detailing when each financial 
report should be turned in. 


IN ADDITION to criminal 


penalties for failure to comply 
with the election code, a can- 
didate could also be liable 
civilly to both the State and his 
opponents. 


A candidate could be liable 


for 
double 
his 
unreported 


amount, plus attorney fees, tc 
each of his opponents and could 
be found liable for triple the 
unreported amount to the State. 


told the commission that he 
wanted to know what type of 
machines would go into the 
building "before we condemn 
anything." 


Upon being told that a pool 


table 
was 
involved, 
Rev. 


Johnson handed Mayor Sue 
Youngblood a letter of op- 
position to the permit request 
duplicating the letter of ob- 
jection he sent Police Chief Don 
Massey May 26. 


Rev. Johnson was joined in 


his opposition to the recreation 
center by Rev. Mickey Loftis of 
the Trinity Baptist Church who 
complained because "I know 
the type of clientele a pool hall 
usually draws." 


BOTH 
PREACHERS 
ob- 


jected to the center's location 
near their churches and across 
the street from the YMCA, as 
they 
drew 
pictures 
of 


youngsters from the YMCA 
being drawn into the sphere of 
influence of a pool hall. 


Also sending a letter opposing 


the recreation center was Ed 
Jezek, executive director of the 
YMCA. Jezek, in his letter, said 
"It is my understanding that 
this recreation club would have 
pool tables, game tables and 
other type games, and would 
draw an undesirable type of 
person in close proximity to the 
Corsicana YMCA." 


Jezek's letter provided some 


momentary embarrassment for 
the city commissioners when it 
was pointed out that the YMCA 
has pool tables. 


Mayor 
Youngblood, 
who 


voted alone against denying the 
permit, had already remarked 
when reading Jezek's letter that 
"I think this is the same letter" 
as the one from Rev. Johnson 
which she had just read. 


Mrs. Youngblood had also 


pointed out that a check by 
Massey of Odom's background 
showed him to be an upstanding 
person. 


ODOM 
ORIGINALLY 


proposed that the commission 
let him open the facility until 10 
p.m. on weekdays and 11 p.m. 
on Friday and Saturday, with 
the center closed on Sunday. 


Later he offered to close 


during Wednesday night church 
services and aggree to a 30-day 
trial period of operation. He 
said that he would agree to close 
the center at the end of the 30 
days if either preacher ob- 
jected. 


Rev. Loftis remarked during 


the 
discussion 
of 
possible 


compromise that "I don't want 
it there. Maybe that's a com- 
promise, I don't-know." 


Rev. Johnson remarked that 


he was "opposed under any 
circumstances," 
this 
time 


citing the elderly people in the 
neighborhood who would be 
bothered by the commotion 
such an operation would cause. 


Rev. Johnson later noted that 


while 
Odom's 
offering 
of 


opening compromises was "a 
nice gesture," it wouldn't help 
his church because 
of its 


frequent night meetings. 


IT 
WAS 
DURING 
the 


discussion of possible com- 
promises, that City Attorney 
Glenn Stewart told the com- 
mission that without the pool 
tables Odom could open the 
recreation 
center without a 


permit. And a smile returned to 
Odom's face for the first time 
since the discussion began. 


After several false efforts at 


getting a motion from the 
commissioners, 
Mrs. 


Youngblood finally got a motion 
from Norris, who said he would 
support 
Ware's 
decision 


because of his obligation "to 
those who put us up here." 


Gene Johnson seconded the 


motion and R.A. Armistead 
voted with the other com- 
missioners to pass the motion 
over Mrs. Youngblood's "no" 
vote. H.R. Stroube Jr. was 
absent. 


Mrs. 
Youngblood, 
in ex- 


plaining her vote, said that she 
felt Odom should be given at 
least a 30-day trial period since 
he had been so willing to 
compromise with those who 
objected to the center. 


It is all a moot point now, 


however, as Odom said he 
would move the pool tables out 
and open the recreation center.

should be placed on technical 
and vocational training at the 
pre-college and junior college 
levels, since a relatively large 
proportion of the present and 
future manpower needs are 
associated 
with 
installation, 


operation, 
maintenance 
and 


repair.... It is expected that the 
nation's community colleges 
will play a major role in im- 
plementing this program, and 
that a significant portion of the 
funds will be used to Institute 
programs 
in technical 
and 


vocational training programs 
similar to the one proposed by 
Navarro College in Corsicana, 
Texas regarding development 
of such a program related to 
solar energy technologies." 


Walker said 
Teague 
has 


continued to work closely with 
college 
officials 
in 
the 


development of this educational 
program which was mandated 
by the Congress in the Solar 
Energy 
Research, 
Develop- 


ment and Demonstration Act of 
1974, and specifically requires 
ERDA to establish and support 
scientific 
and 
technical 


education programs in the field 
of solar energy.

Dunn noted that many people 


don't register because jury 
panels are selected from voter 
lists, which he said might be a 
reason to consider changing the 
method of selecting jury panels 
in the future.

The first primary election 


produced 
some 
interesting 


results as usual because there is 
no telling what Texas voters 
will do when they get their 
hands on a ballot. Some results 
were predictable, but others 
were not. 


One of the lessons it taught 


once again is that name identity 
is the one most important factor 
in an election. If one does not 
have instant name identity with 
the voters, he might as well not 
run at all, or he must be 
prepared to spend vast amounts 
acquiring it. 


For example, in the race for 


the 
Texas 
Railroad 
Com- 


mission, it was thought by the 
experts that the race would be 
between two young men, Jon 
Newton of Beeville and Lane 
Denton of Waco. The contest 
was a natural because Newton's 
campaign was largely financed 
by the oil and gas industry itself 
while Denton ran as the con- 
sumers' candidate. 


BUT WHAT HAPPENED? 
Another man had a name that 


most 
people 
knew, 
Jerry 


Sadler, who was first successful 
in Texas politics years ago 
because voters 
then knew 


Harley 
Sadler, 
well-known 


traveling showman. 


He had already been on the 


Railroad Commission and in the 
Texas Legislature. His career 
was, to say the least, spotted. 
He campaigned very little and 
spent less than a thousand 
dollars, but because Texas 
people are familiar with the 
name, Jerry Sadler lead the 
ticket, and Lane Denton was left 
licking his wounds. 


Likewise in the race for the 


Supreme Court, the incumbent 
Judge Barrow with all the 
endorsements was left in the 
dust of Don Yarbrough. 


Why? 
Certainly not because of his 


high legal stature but because 
in Texas the name Yarbrough 


has instant recognition because 
of another Don Yarborough and 
the famous Ralph. So we elected 
to the Supreme Court a man 
now involved himself 
in a 


number of questionable cases. 


NAME IDENTITY is the 


thing. Name recognition had a 
big role also in the Senate race 
involving Phil Grarnm and Sen. 
Bentsen. People couldn't even 
pronounce Gramm properly. 


Another peculiar result of 


Texas voting was why we would 
vote so solidly against Bentsen 
as a presidential candidate of 
sorts and then turn around and 
vote for him as a senator. It was 
really no big puzzle, because 
most Texans are rather in- 
dependent 
voters, 
and 
we 


simply did not want to let 
Bentsen and Gov. Briscoe do the 
voting for us at the convention. 
So a majority did their own 
deciding and voted for Jimmy 
Carter. 


A definite trend in Texas 


voting was a trend against 
Washington. This was shown 
not only in the strength of both 
Carter and Ronald Reagan but 
also, I believe, it goes a long 
way in explaining the huge vote 
given to Ron Godbey against 
Olin Teague. "Washington" is 
just not too popular right now. 


ANOTHER 
INTERESTING 


development was in the cross- 
over voting in the presidential 
voting. 


In Texas it went largely one 


way, but in other states it went 
in the other direction. This was 
made easier by the lack of 
serious attempt to enforce the 
new Texas election laws. 


My registration 
certificate 


was not marked Democrat or 
Republican. In a large class of 
nearly 40 students, most of them 
told me they voted and only two 
said their certificates 
were 


marked. I could not understand 
why 
the 
Navarro 
County 


Democratic chairman refused 
to allow the school of instruction 
before the election. It was badly

Basic supplemental security 


income payments will be in- 
creased starting in July to keep 
up with the cost of living, ac- 
cording to David Helmer, social 
security branch manager in 
Corsicana. 


The supplemental security 


income program pays monthly 
checks to people with little or no 
income and limited resources 
who are 65 and over or blind or 
disabled. The amount people 
get depends primarily on other 
income they might have. 


"Eligible people with no other 


income at all who live in their 
own 
household have been 


getting supplemental security 
income payments of $157.70 a 
month for one person and 
$236.60 for a couple," Helmer 
said. "Starting in July, those 
amounts will go to $167.80 and 
251.80." 


Payments will also generally 


be increased to people who have 
other income and get reduced 
supplemental security income 
payments, 
according 
to 


Helmer. 


Those who get supplemental 


security income payments don't 
have to do anything to get the 
raise. Any increases due will be 
added to checks automatically.
